Orange Sales Competition 
Citrus Grows 


Competition with Florida cit- 
rus growers on a price basis is 
impossible, according to F. R. 
Wilcox, who spoke in. Chaffey 
junior college auditorium last 
night; 

California growers, he declar- 
ed; must compete with the su- 
perior quality of their fruit. 
“We must create a desire in the 
housewife to pay 20 cents a 
dozen for California oranges 
when Florida oranges are 10 or 
15 cents per dozen,” the treas- 
urer of the California Fruit 
Growers Exchange said.

Poor distribution, not lack of it, 
is the problem which must be fac- 
ed in the United States today, ac- 
cording to Frank Merriam. 

This statement was made by the 
ex-governor of California last 
night before a meeting of more 
than 100 men and women in the 
Townsend club headquarters. 
Every factory and farm in the 
country, he said, should be urged 
to produce to full capacity instead 
of being paid for plowing under 
crops and curtailing output. 

It is his contention that there 
is an abundance of good things 
for everyone but that some way 
must be found to distribute them 
justly. Merriam said that the 
plan of old age pensions, as pre- 
sented by Dr. Francis Townsend, 
is the solution. 

FOUR FACTORS 

His support of the movement is 
based upon four qualities which 
he finds in it, namely—patriotism, 
Spirituality and fairness to all 
concerned, sincerity of its leaders 
and relief for labor and unemploy- 
ment troubles. These, not polit- 
ical sentiment, he claims, are the 
only things which can help Amer- 
ica toward domestic peace and se- 
curity. 

“The Townsend Plan,” he said, 
“introduces no new principles; it 
Sets no precedent. Most large 
cities already pay pensions to their 
employees. The state and nation- 
al governments also provide for 
their workers when they pass a 
certain age. The present Social 
Security act has the same basis.” 

NATIONAL IN SCOPE 

The speaker was emphatic in his 
declaration that no system of pen- 
sions can work unless it is na- 

i tional in scope, saying, “Any state 
plan would set back the real so- 
lution for years”. He also point- 
ed out that one-half of the sum 
used for old age pensions at pres- 
ent is provided for from federal 
funds. ‘ 

In discussing problems of youth 
and unemployment, Mr. Merriam 
called attention to the fact that 
the average age of inmates in the 
penitentaries has dropped from 32 
to 22 in the last 10 years. Much 
of this he blamed on the failure 
of high school and college gradu- 
ates to find work, ignorance of 
spiritual values and lack of voca- 
tional training. 

PASSAGE PREDICTED 

He advocates more education in 
the skilled trades and hand crafts; 
greater emphasis on_ spiritual 
achievement than material suc- 
cess and the releasing of jobs held 
by elderly people to youth. 

In conclusion, Merriam predict- 
ed the eventual adoption of the 
Townsend plan and declared that 
its growth has been made because 
“it is sound business and it is 
just”. 

In the absence of President Orin 
Hook, Miss Elizabeth MacQuillen, 
vice-president, presided at the 
meeting.

thing that we should take into 
consideration but not make us 
panicky. Since we put our. well 
down on Ninth street and Sixth 
avenue in 1929 the water level has 
dropped from 445 feet to 498 feet, 
a drop of 53 feet in 11 years. This 
well is in the Chino basin, one of 
the largest underground basins in 
the country, extending from Clare- 
mont and Pomona on the west to 
Fontana on the east and Upland 
on the north to the Santa Ana 
river on the south. During some 
of those 11 years we have had 
years of considerable rainfall and 
yet the water level in this basin 
continues to drop, showing that 
more water is being pumped from 
the basin than is entering it. 

Your letter mentions the fact 
that if the city lowered water 
rates, people would plant more 
flowers and lawns and use more 
water. That is true, but with 
lowering water levels some water 
experts claim that instead of us- 
ing more water we should use less 
water and thus help conserve the 
littic we still have. In _ other 
words they believe cheap water 
makes for waste and we do not 
have the water to waste. This is 
the part we should not get panicky 
over, because we have been facing 
it for many years, but we should 
consider the seriousness of it and 
take steps to protect ourselves in 
the future. 

When the Chino basin is deplet- 
ed we may have to join the Met- 
ropolitan Water District in order 
to get enough domestic water to 
exist here. In that case instead 
of the rates being lower than they 
are now they will probably be a 
great deal higher, because the 
water rate in the city of Los An-

Another thing we have to face 
is the continual rise in costs of the 
various items of material which 
the water department must pur- 
chase. Almost every day a sales- 
man is in the office to tell us that 
the price of his iommodities 
will be increased within 30 or 60 
days. Last week I was told that 
the price of water meters would 
be increased 10 per cent, and in 
the face of these increasing costs 
of items the water department 
must buy it is hard to decrease the 


charge it makes for the water it | 


sells. 

However, we are devoting every 
ounce of energy we have to mak- 
ing the water department more 
efficient and. thus save the tax- 

— money. This determina- 
tion to make the water depart- 
ment efficient has been reflected in 
the expenses of operation. In 
the fiscal year ending June 30, 
1925, the expenditures, not includ- 
ing taxes, depreciation and bond 
redemption, were $14,280.62, and 
the expenditures for the fiscal year 
ending June 30, 1939, were $12,- 
173.82. During this time the num- 
ber of meter connections.has in- 
creased from 900 to 2000, and not- 
withstanding the fact that we are 
using more water and serving 

| more than twice as many people, 

the operating expenditures have 
been decreased. This has been 
| made possible by the installation 
of modern automatic equipment 
and the elimination of every un- 
necessary expenditure. 

In conclusion, I would suggest 
that instead of making a big re- 
duction in water rates and thus 
encouraging the use of more 
water, thereby emptying the Chino 
basin that much quicker, that af- 
ter we have*taken care of all de- 
preciation we use the profit, if 
any, from the water department to 
help reduce the taxes on property 
and to establish a fund to obtain 
water from some other source

Ontario (three times the size of Upland) pays only $115 
a month for maintenance of its city court . 

And much more could be written in support of the sug- 
gestion that only one court be maintained in Upland. But 
from our standpoint, enough has been said. 

Not just for a few months, but for several years, The 
News editor has believed this city and township can well be 
served by only one judge. Some of the reasons for this be- 
lief were stated here last Friday. 

Presented here Tuesday by Richard Ibanez was the other 
side of the question. And no doubt he could have written 
more and perhaps gone on at great length in trying to show 
why taxpayers in the Upland district should maintain two 
judges—one in the city hall and another for the township 
court. 

The matter has been brought before the public. Decision 


is up to the councilmen. They, no doubt, have been study- 
ing the question. The taxpayers expect the councilmen to 
arrive at their decision independently and to base their ae- 


tion on what they sincerely believe is best for the com- 
munity. 
Their action in appointing a judge early next month may 


be contrary te what some people believe is the best. Yet, if 
that action is the result of unbiased deliberation, there should 
be no quibbling.

Silver Mining Camp Goes Up 
In Flames—Citizens Re- 
fuse To Be Defeated

(Editor’s Note: This is the sixth 
in a series of excerpts from Dr. 
Bert Foster’s reminiscences of his 
\ life in the ’90’s, entitled ‘The 
| Rocky Mountain Parson”.) 

The miner’s life is a hard one 
in the Rockies. Winters are long, 
the cold is intense, the distance 
to the mines from the camp is of- 
ten considerable and generally up 

(and down hill. In summer, for a 
few hours it is extremely hot, and 
there is always the danger of 
pneumonia when men overheated 
sit in a draft to “taper cff’. 


Snow slides were not frequent, 
but we had some and were never 
sure when they would come, or 
where they would strike. One 
year a large boarding and bunk 
house was carried down and 
smashed to atoms. The men es- 
caped by a miracle, for no one 
was hurt, but the building and its 
contents were scattered all over 
the hillside and far down the can- 
yon, 
$1300 SCATTERED ON SNOW 

One miner was thrown out of 
his bunk into the snow, and from 
underneath his bunk a heavy sack 
was let loose, and his 1,300 silver 
dollars scattered over the snow. 
It speaks well for the honesty of 
men and for the determination of 
the man that he recovered nearly 
every dollar before the end of the 
following spring. ; 

That same year two dwelling 
houses were smashed like match- 
{ boxes. It happened in the morn- 
ing when the men and children 
were away. The woman of one 
house had gone to a neighbor's, 
and the woman of the other house 
had just gone from her kitchen to 
-her parlor. The snow struck both 
houses in the rear, turning them 
completely around and leaving the 
floors flat on the snow without 
sidewalls or roofs. The mystery 
of it all was that the woman was 
left on the floor of her parlor aa 
hurt, |
